daiderenen Favor Mayor's Proposition 
. Concerning 


the Street Railway 
System. 


The proposal by Mayor McDougal! 
at the weekly committee meeting of 
the city council last evening that the 
city construct and operate astreet rail- 
way line in Edmonton and Strathcona 
before the end of the year at an esti- 
mated cost of $100,000 or $125,000, war 
favorably received by. the aldermen, 
all of whom were present -bat Aid; 
Armstrong. The fnatter is being dis- 
cussed more fully today and if the 
tcheme is as practical as it seems at 
first sight it ia probable that prompt 
cain will be taken to construct the 
ine. 

The proposal, which has already 
been outlined in the Bulletin, includee 
the extension of the present line out 
Namayo to Alberta avenue and the 
extension of the Jasper avenue line to 

street. A line will be built down 
inth<street to Saskatchewan avenue 
and east on Saskatchewan avenue to 
the flats. [t will cross the river on 
the KE. Y. & P. tracks on the bridge. 

The mayor stated that there was a 
etrong probability that the city could 
obtain possession of the charter held 
in Strathcona vy the Strathcona Rad- 
ial Tramway Co. and could build and 
Gpezate a line in that city. He eati- 
mated that if three miles were con- 
structed in Strathcona and four or five 
miles in Edmonton and a-half hour 
car service given the linc would 
at least pay expenses from the start, 
He believed the city would have suf- 
ficient power from the new power 
plant to operate this line. 

“1 have consulted our financial 
backers,” said his worship, “and I am 
satisfied that we can\ finance this 
scheme.” 

The aldermen seemed to think the 
proposal was worthy of Aheir atten 
tion and the matter will be investi- 
gated more fully. Plane and estimates 
of the new line are prepared in the 
office oi Chas. Taylor, electrical ex- 
pert, who assisted the gaayor in the 
work of Reaynins the construction of 
the new line. 

Light and Power fates Reduced. 

The commissioners reported that in 
view of the substantial surplus in the 
clectric light and power department 
in the past year, and the construction 
to fhe‘ power plant this year of a epur 
line, which would reduce the cost of 
coal tor the plant, a substantial re- 
duction in the ctectric light rates 
could be made this year. Commenc- 
ing on August Ist, 1908, it is suggested 
that the minimum rate be reduced 
from 75c to: 50e per month, The new 
rate for light will be 8c per k. w. hour 
and for power there will be a_reduc- 
tion of the Se rate to 8c, the 8c rate 
to 7c, the 7c rate to 6c and the 5 1-2 
rate to 4 1-2c. The report recommend- 
ing’ this reduction. will probably be 
adopted by the council this evening. 

Mayor McDougall reported that the 
Edmonton school bourd wished to pur- 
chase eight lots on Syndicate avenue 
and deilect Gliawa avenue through 
these lots in order to give sufficient 
apace for a public playgroang in that 
part of the city. The aldermen are 
favorable to the proposal, 

Actiug City Engineer Latournell 
presented plans and specifications for 
the septic tank to be constructed on 
Fraser's flats at the outlet of the cast 
end trunk sewer. The proposed tenk 
will bave a total capacity of 334,000 
gallons and the estumated dry weather 
flow is 325,000 gallons. The proposed 
septic tank has been approved of by 
RK. 8. Owens, provincial sanitary en- 
gincer, aud Mr. Latournell recommend- 
ed that tenders shonld be called for 
the construction of thfs tank at once 
in order that the work might be com- 
pleted before the cold weather, A 
resolution to this effect will probably 
be pussed this. evening. 

The aldermen have practically de- 
cided not to agree to any reduction in 
the water charges for hotels in the 
city. Supt. Maclean, of the water- 
works departawwent, reported that there 
was no. reduction for hotels in other 
cities. He made a comparison be- 
tween the rate charged in Winnipeg 
and that in Edmonton, which showed 
that the sate here is better than in 
Winnipeg. 

For example, the Cecil hotel is 
charged Ic for 635 gallons, while in 
Winnipeg the charge is 3%c per 1000 
gallons. The rate dor the Windsor 
hotel ia 6c for 625 gallons, and in Win- 
nipeg 3c for 1000 gallons. The rate 
for the Queens hotel here is Me for 
635 gallons and Me ior 1000 gallons in 
Winnipeg, The rates for the various 
hotels in: the city differed according 
to the amount of water used, The ald- 
ermen decided that the hotels were 
getting «a good rate. in comparison 
with that paid by private houses and 
business blocks and opposed any re- 
duction. .

Pork Commission in Session in Cal- 
Pak pig soe Claim it Costs Six 


mts to Produce Pork—New Zea- 
land Pork Packing Plant Benefits 
Farmer Says Witness.

Calgary, July 27—A. G. Harrison, 
¥dmonton; dau. Bowen, Red Deer; R. 
\. Wallace, High River, pork commis- 
sioners, met here today. Representa- 
ives from the Farmers’ market, 4he 
Dominion market, the West End mar- 
‘ket and P. Burns & Co,, gave their 
views on the industry, also a number 
if farmers from the district.. A grest 
liversity of opinion existed regarding 
prices at which pork can sbe produced 
by the farmers, the figutes ranging 
‘rom 2 1-4 to 6 cents. A number of 
witnesses examined have made the ao- 
wrtion that certain injurious chemi- 
vals are used in ll meats cured and 
mported from the other gide. 

J. Lyons, a practical farmer and hog 
raiser, was examined this movning as 
well as Geo. Wilts. Their experience 
has been that there is little competi- 
tion among the buyers out here. at 
year more hops were raised on account 
4 so much frozen wheat, but if 25e 
could have been secured for the grain 
it would Imve paid to have sold it in 
place of feeding hogs. Objection was 
taken to the great difference between 
the cost.af hogs, live weight, and the 
price charged fur cured meat, In the 
pinion of both men a packing plant 
would charge as much if not more, 

C. A. Calkins, of the Dominion Meat 
market, said they imported from 7 
per cent, to 80 per cent. of their cared 
neats.. The reason for’ this was that 
the meats were not cured here and in 
his opinion they would not be able to 
weure a sufficiently large enough sup- 
ply of hogs to make it worth while for 
a plant to start in Alberta for some 
vears. He estimated 700 hogs per day 
woukd be required to supply the smal- 
lest plant and considered that $1,000,- 
MW would be required to establish en 
up-to-date plant. The Alberta he 
made better bacon than the corn fe 
hog of the United States. The ex- 
perience of his firm was that Canadian 
bacon and ham were the most pop- 
ular. 

In the afternoon thé evidence of Mr. 
Bell was taken. He has had experi- 
ence with government packing plants 
in New Zealand. He claimed the goy- 
ernmept there operates these plants to 
the great advantage of the farmer and 
the industry. They figure on a profit 
of 10 per cent. over all expenses. The 
commission inspeeted the Burns a>- 
ttloir this afternoon. Mr, Burns prom- 
ises a statement of the cost of oper- 
uting his cold storage plant, . They 
have twenty-eight buyers throughout 
the country, buying in the open mar- 
ket. They contend that the price paid 
jor hogs is fair to all -parties when 
the quality of the offerings is con- 
sidered.

BRITIAN A LARGE 
FACTORINTURKEY 


Outburst Pro-British Sentiment Over 
Granting Constitution By 
Sultan.

London, July 28—There is evidence 
m all sides in Turkey, according to 
he English newspapers, of a remark- 
able outburst of pro-British sentiment 
imong all classes, especially Moslems. 
The enlightened classes, it is said, fecl 
that the change of regime is largely 
‘he outcome of British institutions and 
Ybove all the British policy which was 
dentified by the people with the true 
interests of the masses as opposed to 
valace rule. The hope was expressed 
‘hat with this realization of the set- 
‘ing. of the differences between the 
British and German __ policies, Ger- 
nany’s preponderating influence at 
Constantinople will come to an end. 

The Macedonian question was taised 
'n the House of Commons last night. 
Sir Edward Grey, secretary for foreign 
\ffairs, gays the situation had changed 
suddetify and greatly jn the last few 
faye as if Turkey herself was going 
‘o improve the whole government and 
he country to the benefit of Museel- 
‘nan and Christian alike. It wae bet- 
ter, he said, that the Macedonian ques- 
‘ion should thus be settled by the 
Turks themselves than that partial re- 
forms should be preseed upon re. 
'uctant and obstractive autlforities, 
Sir Edward took oceasion to tepudiate 
n warm terms the idea that Great 
Britein’s policy was aimed at the iso- 
‘ation of Germany or that she had any 
reluctance to be on geod terms with 
Germany. 

The Millenium is Not Vet. 

. Constantinople, July 27—Reshib Ef- 
fendi, brother of the Sultan, will make 
1 «trong fight or the throne if Abdul 
Hamid is forced to abdicate. The re- 
vorted plan of Abdul Hamid to make 
Barhan Eh Pin, bis eon, the next sul- 
tan, has excited the followers of Re- 
hib, who is popular with the soldiers 
and could command a powerful oppos- 
ition if aroused. 

Demonstrations of popular joy over 
the granting of the constitution have 
‘ttained such proportions that the gov- 
‘rnment yesterday afternoon decided 
‘t advisable to remind the public that 
the millenium had not yet arrived aud 
the official communication was made 
eke inviting the people to remain 
calm, and not strive for impossible. 
things. Preparations are being made 
ior the elections with the view of as- 
sembling a new parliament in the fall. 

Must Observe Monogamy. 

Constantinople, July 28.—The Sul- 
fan in an official decree today an 
nounces that henceforth he will ap 
pear in publie freely asa private cit: 

Another decree says . that 
henceforth the prince of the imperiai 
family must observe monogamy. The 
Sultan hopes by this deerce to make 
the Prince of Turkey eligible to mar- 
triage to European dynasties, 


USE OF PRESERVATIVES, 
‘By ‘Canadian and U.S. Exporters of 


Ham. and Bacon Subject to 
Inquiry. 
Ottawa, July 27.--The Canadian 


trade agent in London, in a report to 
the department of trade and ° com- 
meree, says that the Local Govern- 
mént Board ct Great Britain has de 
cided, as a vesult of investigations 
made by several experts, to hold an 
inquiry into the use of preservatives 
by exporters of lam and bacon aré 
ther meat products. The matter is 
of importance to Canada, owing to 
our increasing exports of meat. Th 
statement is made that a large portion 
of Canadian hams and bacon sent. te 
England is pickled in borax, and this, 
4 the report pertinently — remarks, 
“Indicates that proper conditions as 
to care and cleanliness had net been 
observed.” The use of preservatives 
has become n matter of alana in 
Great Britain, as conditions are pro- 
luced which tend to seriously affect 
public health, henee the decision to 
have a thorough inquiry into the mat‘- 
ter,

try. And along with every — other 
settlement on the Transcontinental 
route Viking has awaited the road 
with eagerness. 

The rnilway is in now, the site for 
a station has n selected, and as it 
ig about three niles distant from the 
young village of Viking the villagers 
tre moving. their centre bodily, Ut 
is possible in the West to do many 
things and stand many = incunveni- 
ences with a light heart. So far, so 
good, But here the vaxation enters 

The authorities of the G.T.P. pr 
pose to name this new station—this 
prospective town and centre of the 
prosperous Viking district—by 4 
name unknown in the annuala of thy 
sturdy Norwegian settlers, who are 
making this district bloom like 
tose. The railway people propose to 
call the place Meighen, after one «1 
the shareholders of their company. 

What's In a Name, 

Now, what dors Meighen mean ‘no 
the people of Viking? Simply noth- 
ing. While on the other hand, Vil 
ing, with its memories of the daunt- 
less Northmen who fought their way 
with daring and endurance to great 
possessions, is a word that history 
has enshrined, Napoleon and Alex 
ander are great conquering names, at 
which the tired old world can thrill 
yet. But to the Norsemen, acquaint- 
ed with the lore of Northern Sages. 
the Vikings were a race of Napoleons 
afid Alexanders. And their name-- 
Viking—is chockful of inspiration tr 
the world at barge, as well as to thew 
descendants. 

When five vears ago a large colony 
of Norwegian settlers came in from 
the Western States they selected this 
portion of Vermilion constituency fer 
their hame; they set up their house- 
hold goods there and they gave the 
place the finely suggestive name 
Viking. They brought some money 
with them, they built good comfort. 
abie homes, secured schools and went 
through the ante-railroad pioneering 
days cheerfully. Now the looked-for 
railroad has come, but they are threat- 
ened with the loss of the good old 
name that means so much to them. 

Petition Against Change. 


There are now between 300 (anid 
00) Norwegian families in this dia- 
trict, and when they heard of the 
name put forward for their new

him. I cannot believe that he will 
ignore such a reasonable request on 
the part.of the Viking people. What's 
in a name? people may say. I tell 
you there is a good deal in some 
names—in this one Viking, for in- 
stance, We look on it as a capital 
name, one with inspiration fer the 
native Canadian as well as the newer 
citizen who comes to us from Scandi- 
havian fjords. 
Put Meighen Elsewhere. 

“Now, there are other nages which 
do’ not. mean anything particular to 
thousands of people in the West, but 
which would b: well enough placed 
at any of the hundred and one. star 
tions still waiting for names in un- 
settled districts along the G.T.P. That 
name Viking, though, is the only one 
for the station we are talking about, 
with hundreds of plucky, industrious 
Norwegian settlers around it 

“However, | do not think the 
authorities will take any such a fool- 
ish step as to call this station Mei- 
ghen. They would simply antagonise 
a whole district at the outset.”

TYPHOON AT HONG KONG. 


Though Warned of Its Approach Chi- 
nese Could Not Escape its Fury. 


Hong Kong, July 27-—-At 11 o'clock 
tonight signal guns were fired warning 
the people of the approach of a typhoon. 
The storm approached with great ra- 
pidity, causing a very high sea to run. 
Much damage was done on shore. A 
large number of Chinese boats were 
caught in the gale, Some of them cap- 
sized, other foundered. A very large 
number of crews were drowned. Ow- 
ing to the darkness and the fury of 
the storm it was ‘almost impossible to 
make any attempt to save them. Thir- 
teen of the crew of the British cruiser 
Astrae manned a small boat and aid- 
ed by a searchlight on — board the 
cruiser, searched the harbor for vie- 
tims.

Mr. John Stocks, depty minister of 
public works, returned to his office 


south. The object of the trip was 
{o look into the requirements of pub- 


lie works and the extent of damage 
caused by floods, for the purpose ot 
assisting as fur as possible towards 
the betterment of road and bridge 
conditions where most necessary. 
Damage Not So Great, 

Mr. Stocks says that the damage by 
floods up the pass west of Pincher is 
not very serious, but he found many 
things that should be done to better 
the conditéons even where 
was done by floods 

“Pincher Creek was particularly 
hard hit,” says Mr. Stocks, ‘and con- 
siderable damage was done and pro 
perty lost. The council and citizens 
however, are heroically aniting to 
raise money to have the banks of the 
stream protected and to straighten 
the channel, which work wili  per- 
manently overcome the difficulties at 
that point The damage to roads in 
the district has been remedied hy 
this time, and the slight damage to 
steuctures will not he troublesome.”

mick has since died from his injuries, 
ind Magner is seriously hurt.

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INSPECTED THE NEW 
INCINERATOR PLANT 


inspected the new incineration plant 
Civic Officials Visit New Plant: for the 
Destruction of City Garbage, Erect- 
ed at a Cost of $40,000 is Now Prac- 
tically in Readiness for Operation. 


The mayor and city aldermen with 
Commissioners Butehart and Me- 
Naughton, Medical Health Officer Dr. 
Whitelaw, and a representative of the 
Bulletin, visited the new incinerator 
at Rat Creek this morning and made a 
chorough inspéction of the new mm- 
chine for the disposal of the city gar- 
page, before it is given its preliminary 
test in the course of a few days, The 
visit was arranged by the erecting en- 
gineer, George D, Clift. of Montreal, 
who fully explained the workings of 
the $40,000 incinerator to the visitors. 
All expressed themselves as well sat- 
sfied with its appearance. All that 
now remains is the test in the disposal 
4 garbage and ii this is satisfactory 
according to the contract it will be 
iaken over from the DeCarie people by 
che City. 

The new ineinerator is situated east 
of Government avenue on the, banks 
of Rat Creek and north of the regular 
sity nuisance grounds. It is enclosed 
by a neat brick building at one end of 
which is the giant emokestack through 
vhich will pass in the form of harm- 
ess and inoffensive gases all the gar- 
page and other refuse of the city. 

The building is entered on the 
cround floor from the front and rear 
xy long trestle work bridges through 
vhich the material to be burned is 
\auled. It can be dumped into the 
machine by meane of seven trap doors, 
iny of which are large enough to re- 
ceive a dead herse intact. When the 
neinerator is put in operation little 
tuxiliary fuel will be required, the 
Iraughts being sufficient to keep the 
ire in the material being destroyed 
continually burning. In case of em- 
rgency, however, arrangements have 
een made jor a coal bin to hold five 
ons of coal, whieh is easy of access to 
he furnaces. The furnaces are in the 
ascent about twenty feet below the 
op ot the incinerator. 

At the bottom of the furnace are re- 
‘eptacles for fluid material which is 
wwaporated by means of steam pipes 
ind then passes out with the other 
ases through the smokestack. The 
vhole underlying principle of the in- 
‘inerator is the power ot the draughts 
vhich it is claimed will cause a rapid 
combustion, 

Every precaution fs taken in the in- 
inerator to prevent the cseape of any 
1oxious odors or gases and the various 
tages through which these pase for 
surification would seem to ensure im- 
nunity from this nuisance. 

The incinerator building itself is 
nade absolutely fire proof with con- 
‘rete floors, supported on steel beame 
md galvanized steel and brick roof 
ind walls, ' 

The ‘constructing “engineer claims 
hat even in the butMing itself no od- 
rs can be detected even though a per- 
on is standing at one of the furnace 
loors. Whenever the material is 
lumped into the doom at the top the 
lisagreeadle work is over and the 
vuilding’can be kept as neat and clean 
is if it were used for any other pur- 
nse, 

The capacity of the incinerator is 50 
ons per 24 hours and though at the 
wesent time 7 dtons are taken to the 
iuisanee grounds frequently. per day, 
tis thought that all the night coil and 
sarbage will be satisfactorily disposed 
4 for some time to come, 

A test cannot be made until the wat- 
pipes are connected up. This is be- 
ng done at the present time and it is 
sxpected that the first supply will be 
yut in the incinerator betore the end 
f the week,

TEXT2OF JUDGMENTS | | 
IN LUMBER CASE APPEAL 


Supreme Court En Banc Submit 
Decision Dismissing the Appeal 
and Confirming Shiet Justice 
Sifton’s Imposing of a Fine of 
$568 on Lumbermen Who Violated 
Criminal Code. 


In dismissing the appeal of the 
executive of ‘the Alberta Retail Linn- 
ber Dealers’ Association against the 
imposition by Chief Justice Sifton of 
a tine of $500 on each of the members 
of the executive for forming an un- 
lawful combine in restraint of trade, 
two judgments were given, the first 
by Mr. Justice Harvey, in which Mr. 
Justice Scott and Mr. Justice Beck 
concurred, and the other by Mr, Jus- 
tice Stuart, somewhat different but ar 
tiving at the same broad conclusion 
The judgment given by Mr. Justice 
Harvey was as follows: 

The defendant was tried vy the 
learned Chief Justice without a jury, 
and found guilty of an offence under 
sub-section (a) of section 498% of the 
criminal code, which section is as fol- 
lows ; 

“Every one is guilty of an indictable 
offence and liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding four thousand dollars and not 
less than two hundred dollars, or to 
two years’ imprisonment, or, if a cor- 
poration, is liable to a penalty not 
exceeding ten thousand dollate: and 
not less than one thousand dollars, 
who cotispires, combines, agrees or ur. 
ranges with any other person, or with 
any railway, steamship, steamboat o1 
transportation company, 

(a) To unduly limit the facilities for 
transporting, producing, manufactur- 
ing, supplying, storing or dealing ‘n 
any article or commedity Which may 
be a subject of trade or commerce; ot 

(b) To restrain or injure trade 
commerce in relation to any such ar 
ticle or commodity ; or 

(ce) To unduly prevent, limit, © 
lessen the manufacture or productioy 
of any such article or commodity, or 


t6 unreasonably enhance the pric 
thereof; or 
(da) To unduly prevent or lessen 


competition in the production, manu- 
facture, purchase, barter, make, trans 
portation or supply of any such artiel> 
or canmodity, or in the price of in 
surance upon person or property. 

2. Nothing in this section shall he 
construed to apply to combinations «1 
workmen or emplovees for their ow:

From this conviction the defendant 
now appeals to thiv court under the 
authority of section DOr. 

With reference to the constituent« 
of the alleged offence it is urged that 
section 496, which defines a eonspir 
acy in restrain of trade, must be read 
with each of the sub-sections of see- 
tion 498 and that the proper deserip- 
tion of this alleged offences is as fol 
lows : 

Kveryone is guilty of an indietab'ec 
offence, awho  conspires, combines 
agree? or arranges with any other per 
son,: unlawfully, to unduly preverit 
o¢ lessen competition in the prods. 
tion, monufacture, purchase, bart r, 
sale, transportation or supply of any 
such article or commodity.” 


In support of this argument it. is 
pointed out that when this offence 
was first made statutory in this coun- 
try in 1889 (52 Vic. ¢. 41), the enacting 
statute contained a recital stating 
that it was merely declaring “the 
law relating to conspiracies aud com- 
hinations formed in restraint of 
trade,"’ and that in that act the 
offence was declared in the above 
terms, When the criminal law was 
codified in 1892, no amendment havy- 
ing been made, the offenee was stated 
in the same terms as sec, 620. A de 
finition of “a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade’ was also given in the terms 
of the present section 496. In 1900s 
new section was substituted for sec- 
tion 520, the wond unlawfully being 
struck out of the section, leaving it as 
we find it now in 498. 

It appears to me that parliament 
must be deemed to have intended 
sumething by the change, and that a 
eontention that the word whieh hab 
been taken out of the section should 
be read into it again cannot be sun- 
ported. The fact that the — section 
had been amended the preceding year, 
emphasizes the intention to change it. 
By sub-section (b) of section 408, 
“Anyone who conspires to restrain 01 
injure trade” ia punishable and when 
one looks for a definition of a con- 
spiracy to restrain trade it is to b> 
found in. 496, which explains what 
agreements in restraint of trade are 
punishable. 


It is true that the offences specificd 
in sub-sections (a), (c) and (d) are in 
effect’ combinations in restraint of 
trade, but if they meant no more than 
(b) they might as well be left out 
altopether, and as they are not des- 
cribed as “conspiracies in restraint of 
trade,”’ E.see no reason why the defini- 
tion of that term in 496 should apply 
to them. A consideration of sub-see- 
tion (2) of section 498 appears to me 
also to support this view, It declares 
that, “Nothiag in this section shall be 
construed to apply to combinations of 
workinen as employees for their own 
reasonable protection as such wor- 
men or employees.” In my opinion it 
can not be successfully — contended 
that such a combination should come 
within the definition contained in 496 
and their need for exeepting it from 
the provisions of 498 indicates to my 
mind that that section covers a much 
wider ficld than 496.”

Mr. Justice Stuart’s Judgment. 


The judgment of Mr. Justice Stuart is 
as follows: 

“TL agree entirely with the views ex- 
pressed by my brother Harvey upon the 
objections raived by the defence to the 
form and conduct of the proceedings at 
the trial, as well as npon the question 
of the proper interpretation of Sections 
496 and 498, and I have nothing to add 
to what he has said with respect to those 
questions. 

Upon the merits cf the appeal, I am 
bound to say that I feel strongly inclin- 
ed to agree with much that was said by 
counsel tor the defence in regard to the 
odmissibility of a great deal of the evid- 
ence which was adduced against the ac- 
cused. @ do not refer, of coure, to evid- 
ence which was clearly admissible upon 
the charges with respect to the Western 
and Mountain associations, which were 
being tried at the same time, but I refer 
to other portions of the evidence, which 
in any case could only refer to the action 
of the Alberta association. The strict 
admissibility of some portions of thia I 
felt much inclined to doubt, but in my 
view: this appeal is in the nature of a 
rehearing ,and we are at liberty even 
if some inadmissible evidence did get in, 
which is not surprising, in a case of this 
kind, to look only at evidence clearly 
admissible and form our own judgment 
upon that alone, Upon a fair considera- 
tion, then, simply of the declaration of 
purpose and constitution and bylaws 
adopted by the association of which the 
accused was president, and of the so- 
called “famous” resolution adopted on 
May 8th, 1906, at a meeting of the direc- 
tors ,at which the accused was present, 
1 have come to the conclusion that upon 
the grounds furnished by these docu- 
ments alone the conviction should stand. 
If Clark was not a member of the asso- 
ciation on May 8, he at any rate joined 
it later, with a distinct knowledge that 
the resolution had been passed, and still 
stood as part of the policy of the asso- 
ciation, 

If section Lof article 3 of the articles 
of association had been confined to a 
mere statement of the qualification 
requisite for membership, it might have 
been impossible to connect it with the 
resolution of May 8 in such a way ae 
to lead to liability. But section 1 does 
more than state the qualification for 
membership. Jt contains a definition of 
a ‘retail lumber dealer.” The resolution 
was a direct overt attempt to prevent 
the menufacturers from selling to others 
than legitimate retail lumber dealers, 4s 
defined ‘by the article referred to, In 
other words, the association attempted to 
prescribe who should be considered not 
merely by themselves, but by the manu- 
facturers, “a retail lumber dealer.” The 
definition they give using as it does the 
words “reasonably commensurate with 
the demands of the community,”’ leaves 
it enticely in the hands of the secretary, 
according to the resolution, to decide 
what is reasonably commensurate with- 
in the meaning of the section. In effect 
therefore ,the association assumed and 
attempt to decide for the manufactur- 
ers to whom they should sell lumber, 
and to restrict those sales, not merely to 
such persons a resold or intended to re- 
sell by retail to the consumer, but, 
which is @ much narrower restriction, to 
such persons as conformed to a definitidn 
laid down by the association itself, I do 
not say, if the association had simply 
contined itself merely to an attempt t 
prevent manufacturers selling to others 
than those who intended to resell by 
retail, that in such case there would 
necessarily have been an attempt to un- 
duly limit competition in the retail lum- 
ber trade. But it appéars to me to be 
beyond question that, where the attempt 
is avowedly made to restrict sales by 
manufacture only to such persons as the 
association may decide come within the 
term of what is on the face of it a rath- 
er stringent definition drawn up by the 
association itself, such case the at- 
tempt to unduly limit competition. 

No combination of persons should in 
my view be allowed to, attempt to limit 
competition to a class membership of 
which: (1 do not mean membership of 
the assocaition )depends upon its own de- 
finition. In my view such a limitation 
is undue and wrong and detrimental to 
the interests of the public, and comes 
within the evil against which the legisla- 
tion is directed. 

Without referring therefore, to the 
numerous additional facts brought out 
by evidence clearly admissible to which 
my brother Harvey has referred, and 
which only tend to strengthen the con- 
clusion I have arrived at, I am without 
any reasonable doubt clearly of opinion 
that the accused was properly con- 
victed.”

HOW THE SLANDER BUND 
OFRAUDS THE PUBLIC. 
By a Staff Correspondent. 

Ottawa, July 17.—Prorogation is due 
tomorrow, and the House has spent 
the week in a frantic effort to make 
up for wasted time. Monday saw a 
forniidable order paper, loaded with 
several bills of unusual importance, 
many more of ordinary consequence, 
millions of supplementary estimates 
unconsidered, resolutions to guarantee 
railway bonds and offer railway sub- 
sidies aggregating millions of liabilis 
ties and expenditures. 

The week's history has been what 
might he supposed. Legislation has 
been railroaded through practically 
without debate. Ministers offering 
explanations of proposed expenditures 
were silenced by criea of ‘‘carried.” 
The railway guarantees and subsidies, 
involving a score of re-votes and 
twice that number of new votes, 
were put through in a single evening. 

Bot there was method in this frenzy 
of industry that seized the Opposition 
in the dying days of the session, If 
they hurried public business it was 
that more time might remain for talk- 
ing campaign literature into Han- 
sard. If ten million estimates were 
passed in half that number of hours, 
Mr. Boyce, of Algoma, wasted a day 
in trying to produce scandal from an 
eight-year-old land sule by a speech 
he had prepared a year ago. If the 
railway subsidies were kicked through 
in an evening, the day preceding was 
frittered away in slander. 

In brief this has been the program 
for the session, _ The business. of 
parliament has been done in fits and 
starts, few and far between, and sep- 
arated by days and sometimes weeks 
of time wasted and worse than wasted. 
Summarising these occasional working 
periods, it ix the shameful truth that 
the time actually spent on the busi- 
ness for which parliament exists has 
not been more than a clear month of 
average working days. For the other 
seven months the members have been 
kept here and the sessional expenses 
piled up that a dozen gentlemen might 
be permitted to make speeches. 

Now speech-making is a useful oc- 
cupation in the proper time and 
place, and within reason the session 
of parliament. affords the place and 
time, But the parallel fact remains 
that the first business of parliament 
is not to listen to speeches, but to dia- 


charge public business, and = when 
they are prevented discharging that 
business by speech-making some 


method should be found of muzazling 
the orators in the general interest. of 
the country. This, if the speeches 
had always the best of public purpose 
and their subject matter the most 
direct bearing on matters of public 
import. 

But the speechifying which has 
blocked the present session has not 
been of this type. Speeches of an in- 
formative character have been  con- 
spicuous by their absence. Speeches 
which dealt or pretended to deal with 
questions before the country have 
been few in number in comparison to 
the scores whose only purpose was to 
blacken the character of some politi- 
cal opponent against whom the author 
had neither the evidence nor the 
courage to lay a charge. The time 
they occupied was moments to hours 
compared to the weeks wasted in 
slander which the gossips had not the 
manliness to test on their responsi- 
bility and honor as membeya of the 
House.

The census and statistics office in can.

at 25 bushels per acre, and oats from 34 
to 40 bushels per acre, The average for 
the Province of the hay and clover crop 
is estimated at about 11-2 tona per acre. 
The bulletin says that correspondents of 
the department throughout the Province 
say that everywhere farmers are repert- 
ed as giving up the hog industry, which 
it is stated is at present ceasing to pay, 
owing to the high prices of feeding ma- 
terials and the low prices ruling for 
pork. The number of swine in the Pro- 
vince is reported as 1,976,183, as com- 
pared with 2,069,666 last year. All other
